Miss 
Klink  came  to  Lake  Forest  in  September  1944.  A  resident  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  she 
obtained  her  BA  degree  from  Heidelberg  College.  She  earned  her  MA  at  Syracuse 
University  and  has  done  additional  graduate  work  at  Northwestern.  Before  coming 
to  Lake  Forest  she  was  a  member  of  the  Dean  of  Women's  Staff  at  Kent  State  Uni- 
versity,- Junior  Dean  at  Arizona  State  College,-  Director  of  Women's  Activities  in  the 
USO,  Madison,  Wisconsin;  and  Co-ordinator  of  USO  Activities,  Denver,  Colorado. 

Miss  Klink  came  to  our  campus  when  the  present  graduating  class  was  entering 
its  first  year.  Over  this  period  of  time  she  has  watched  not  only  the  freshmen  of  44 
mature  but  the  college  as  a  whole.  For  this  reason  we  feel  her  views  are  representa- 
tive of  those  held  by  the  senior  class. 

Those  of  us  who  have  had  the  rare  privilege  of  sharing  these  four  stimulating, 
challenging  years  at  Lake  Forest  have  been  part  of  a  college  which  has  grown  in 
every  way.  It  seems  to  me  that  far  more  wonderful  and  thrilling  than  this  has  been 
the  growth  of  the  students  within  themselves." 
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NE  of  the  main  advantages  of  a  small 
college  is  that  it  provides  a  close  association 
between  students  and  faculty  members.  At  Lake 
Forest  this  is  not  merely  an  ideal  but  an  actuality. 
Students  are  more  than  names  and  faculty  mem- 
bers are  more  than  professors;  they  are  per- 
sonalities. 

Primarily,  of  course,  our  faculty  act  as  edu- 
cators and  advisers,  but  they  also  take  an  active 
part  in  campus  life.  Both  in  and  out  of  class, 
during  office  hours  or  on  their  free  time,  pro- 
fessors are  willing  to  discuss  problems  ranging 
from  class  changes  to  world  affairs.  They  are 
enthusiastic  supporters  of  our  athletic  teams. 
They  chaperon  our  parties  and  join  in  the  fun. 
Once  a  year  they  sell  their  services  at  the  WSSF 
auction  and  cheerfully  carry  out  their  assigned 
jobs,    which    range    from    window   washing    to 


tennis  lessons.  The  hospitality  of  homes  in 
faculty  circle  is  frequently  extended  to  students. 
Each  organized  group  on  campus  is  sponsored  by 
one  or  more  faculty  members. 

Basically,  our  faculty  is  the  heart  of  the  col- 
lege, for  no  educational  institution  can  be 
better  than  its  faculty.  They  strive  valiantly  to 
awaken  us  intellectually  and  to  sharpen  our 
awareness  of  the  world  in  which  we  live. 

On  the  next  pages  are  pictured  this  year  s 
faculty  members;  but  this  is  not  the  way  in  which 
students  will  remember  them.  They  will  more 
likely  recall  those  Coffee  Shop  discussions,  or 
the  blue  book  analysis  that  developed  into  a 
bull  session,  or  certain  idiosyncrasies  of  some 
of  the  profs  ,•  but,  more  important,  they  will 
remember  an  idea  or  a  thought  received  which 
made  life  richer.

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SEPTEMBER,  1947,  and  with  mixed  feelings 
of  regret  and  expectation  the  four  classes  re- 
turned to  campus.  The  freshmen  orientation 
period  was  followed  by  the  confusion  of  regis- 
tration, then  rushing,  and  finally  the  college  was 
able  to  settle  down  both  to  work  and  to  play. 
In  most  cases  pseudo  wisdom  was  replaced  by 
a  real  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
classroom  opportunities.  The  veterans  were  still 
a  steadying  influence  on  Lake  Forest  life. 

Seniors  looked  back  on  their  college  years 
with  a  sense  of  pride  as  well  as  with  a  feeling 
of  loss  for  the  soon-to-be-broken  friendly  ties 
that  had  held  them  so  long.  This  class  of  48 
differed  markedly  from  the  one  which  had 
entered  as  the  green  freshmen  of  44.  They  had 
started  college  in  the  troubled,  uncertain  war 
years,-  they  were  finishing  college  in  still 
troubled  times,  but  they  had  hope  and  faith  in 
the  future. 

As  the  seniors  guided  the  other  classes 
through  the  year  they,  with  three  years  of 
experience  behind  them,  set  the  pace  and 
standards  for  the  Foresters  to  follow.  Under 
senior  leadership  the  Student  Council  became  a 
more  important  influence  than  ever  before  in  the 
affairs  of  the  college.  The  Student  Center 
Committee,  under  a  senior  chairman,  made 
concrete  steps  in  the  re-modeling  and  im- 
provement of  the  Coffee  Shop,  student 
gathering  spot.  Homecoming,  College  Day, 
and  other  events  were  carried  off  successfully 
under  senior  leadership. 

The  juniors  reveled  in  their  first  taste  of  being 
upperclassmen  but  they  took  life  more  seriously 
than   when   they  were   sophomores.   The   high- 


light of  their  year  was  the  presentation  of  the 
junior  prom.  Juniors  were  active  in  all  campus 
groups,  gradually  assuming  more  and  more  of 
the  responsibility  which  they  knew  they  would 
have  as  seniors  -campus  leaders. 

The  class  of  50  had  become  worldly  sopho- 
mores. A  few  suffered  from  "Sophomoritis", 
which  turns  friendly  wide-eyed  freshmen  into 
lordly  upperclassmen  before  their  time.  Perhaps 
they  played  harder  than  they  worked,  but  they 
gave  some  serious  thought  to  the  future  and 
tangled  with  the  perplexing  problems  of  de- 
claring majors.  They  also  became  activity 
minded  and  worked  and  waited  eagerly  for  the 
day  when  they  would  be  editors,  presidents, 
and  chairmen  of  the  numerous  organizations 
which  add  to  the  experiences  of  college  life. 

As  they  struggled  through  the  early  weeks, 
first  overcome  by  parties  and  then  by  red  cards, 
the  freshmen  wondered  if  they  would  survive. 
Slowly  the  confusion  lessened;  with  typical 
freshmen  energy  and  drive  they  started  on  the 
long  road  to  college  prominence.  As  the 
puzzled  pledges  became  actives  and  watched 
some  of  their  hard-fought-for  "C's"  change  to 
"B's",  they  were  spurred  on  to  even  higher 
peaks.  They  looked  forward  enthusiastically  to 
the  college  years  ahead. 

Every  class  had  a  part  in  the  success  of  this 
college  year.  They  worked  together  towards  a 
common  goal.  It  is  not  one  group  of  individuals 
or  one  class  that  makes  Lake  Forest;  it  is  the 
student  body  as  a  whole.  For  this  reason  the 
Forester  proudly  presents  each  class  in  pictures,- 
their  officers,  their  classmates,  and  their  in- 
formal gatherings.

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LxTRA-CURRICULAR  organizational  activity 
plays  an  important  part  in  the  life  of  many  Lake 
Forest  students.  These  organizations  are  di- 
versified in  character  and  scope,  ranging  from 
the  academic  special  studies  groups  to  the  social 
sororities  and  fraternities,  but  from  among  them 
each  student  may  be  certain  of  finding  one  or 
more  which  suits  his  particular  interests  and 
talents. 

Most  highly  regarded  among  the  organiza- 
tions on  the  campus  are  the  honoraries.  Member- 
ship in  Kappa  Alpha  for  women  and  Iron  Key  for 
men  carries  high  prestige,-  election  to  them 
being  determined  by  a  high  level  of  scholarship 
and  leadership.  Sigma  Eta  is  an  honorary 
scholastic  fraternity,  equivalent  to  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  and  for  freshmen  men  and  women  there 
are  Phi  Sigma  Eta  and  Alpha  Lambda  Delta, 
both  based  on  scholastic  achievement.  Election 
to  Who  s  Who  in  American  Colleges  and 
Universities'  is  another  attainment.  Seniors  are 
selected  for  this  honor  on  a  basis  of  leadership, 
scholarship  and  character.  Beta  Beta  Beta, 
Phi  Sigma  lota  and  Pi  Alpha  Chi  acknowledge 
those  who  have  met  certain  requirements  and 
done  superior  work  in  biology,  foreign  lan- 
guages and  music  respectively. 


The  two  most  powerful  governmental  organ- 
izations on  campus  are  the  Student  Council  and 
Women  s  Self-Governing  Association. The  former 
is  the  governing  board  for  all  enrolled  students, 
while  the  W.S.G.A.  is  a  separate  governing 
body  for  resident  women. 

The  student  publications  provide  experience 
for  students  interested  in  journalism  and  in 
writing.  Handicapped  during  the  war  years, 
the  Stentor,  student  newspaper,  Tusita'a,  the 
literary  magazine,  and  the  Forester  have  made  a 
comeback.  They  have  received  much  faculty  as 
well  as  student  support. 

Students  interested  in  dramatics  or  stagework 
may  qualify  for  the  Garrick  Club.  The  Student 
Christian  Association  and  the  International 
Relations  Club  are  representative  of  groups 
providing  for  discussion  of  current  issues. 

The  Greeks  and  Independents  add  much  to 
the  social  life  of  the  campus.  Their  friendly 
competition  engenders  a  motivating  force  to 
many  college  events.  The  Greeks  are  governed 
by  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council  for  the  sororities 
and  the  Interfraternity  Council  for  the  fra- 
ternities.

Powers,  Wahler,  and  Gagan  followed 
with  second  half  touchdown   romps. 

Lake    Forest     drew    Wabash,    our    toughest 
opponent,  in  the  home  opener.  Power  s  touch 
down  pass  to  Nyberg  kept  the  halftime  score  at 
7  to  6,-  but,  when  our  defence  faltered  in  the 
2nd  half,  Wabash  coasted  to  a  21  to  6  win. 

In  a  hotly  contested  game  with  the  defending 
conference  champs,  North  Central,  Lake  Forest 
received  its  first  conference  setback  13  to  6. 
Kohler's  pass  to  Eagle  constituted  our  only  score 
but  with  the  help  of  four  regulars  sidelined  with 
injuries  Kaczmarzinski.,  Zjawinski,  Cartwright, 
and  Secord,  we  might  have  repeated  our  1946 
upset. 

Another  thriller  with  Carroll  saw  Lake  Forest 
on  the  short  end  of  a  1  2  to  7  score.  After  Carroll 
scored  on  the  opening  play  for  the  2nd  consecu- 
tive year,  we  settled  down  to  an  even  battle. 
Carroll  scored  again  on  a  freak  play,  a  lines 
man  racing  35  yards  after  picking  up  a  fumble 
and  the  Foresters  fought  back  with  a  60  yard 
pass  McAllister  to  Gutnick  who  was  stopped  on 
the  Fve,  Powers  hitting  pay  dirt  two  plays  later. 
Once  again  Lake  Forest  dominated  play  leading 
in  statistics  as  in  the  previous  week. 


Lake  Forest  got  back  in  the  win  column  beat- 
ing Illinois  Wesleyan  7  to  0.  McAllister  thrilled 
the  homecoming  crowd  with  a  95  yard  dash  for 
the  game's  only  score.  Fierce  line  play  domi- 
nated the  game  led  by  Carlin,  Burgett,  Forrest, 
Genovese  and  Baracani. 

Although  threatening  constantly,  the  red  and 
black  couldn't  score  and  had  to  settle  with  a 
scoreless  tie  with  the  previously  undefeated 
Augustana.  Time  and  again  trie  Foresters 
pushed  the  ball  deep  into  Viking  territory  only 
to  falter  at  the  goal  line.

The  Women's  Athletic  Association  is  gov- 
erned by  the  executive  board  which  consists 
of  a  president,  vice-president,  secretary  and 
treasurer.  This  group  meets  weekly  with  the 
managers  of  each  of  the  sports  and  a  mass  meet- 
ing of  all  members  is  held  monthly.  Any  girl 
receiving  125  points  under  the  specified  point 
system  shall  be  eligible  to  membership.  Five 
points  will  be  given  every  girl  for  each  hour 
of  practice,  participation  or  officiating  in  any 
sport  sponsored  by  W.A.A.,  and  a  total  maxi- 
mum of  70  points  shall  be  set  on  each  sport  on 
active  participation  and  officiating.  Those  girls 
earning  400  points  are  given  an  emblem,  and 


four  girls  having  the  highest  number  of  points  are 
given  sweaters.  There  are  also  trophies 
awarded  to  the  two  senior  girls  who  have 
obtained  the  highest  number  of  points  during 
the  four  years.  Awards  are  made  at  the  annual 
W.A.A.-W.S.G.A.  Spring  Banquet.  W.A.A.  is 
a  self  supporting  and  non-profit  organization. 
The  money  to  cover  the  expenses  for  equipment 
and  awards  is  obtained  from  the  annual  talent 
show  which  is  held  in  the  fall.  The  purpose  of 
this  organization  is  to  create  and  to  further  an 
active  interest  in  sports  and  to  foster  the  highest 
type  of  college  spirit  and  sportsmanship.
